Trinity Methodist Episcopal Church, in In- | 
diana avenue, near Twenty-fourth Street, 
Was almost destroyed by fire last night. The 
loss on the church and its furnishings is put 
at $75,000, while the insurance is $50,000. The 
building, when it was deficated, cost $122,- 
450. The organ, one of the finest in the city, 
cost $12,000. This is destroyed. 

A marble font, a memorial to the Rev. 

T. M. Eddy, was destroyed also. 
The blaze started in the organ in the main | 
auditorium, and when it was discovered the 
instrument was a wreck and the flames wad: 
eaten their way to the roof. 

At the time the fire started the Rev. in- 
jam E. MeLennan, the pastor, was conduct- 
ing a prayer meeting in one of the lecture- 
rooms on the ground floor of the church. 
| Nearly fifty people were in attendance and 


‘| were not aware of the fire until it had gained 


considerable headway. 
| Pray While Fire Spreads. 

The blaze was discovered at 8:45 o'clock by 
Marcus Moore, the janitor. He was in the 


basement of the edifice when he heard a 
muffled explosion, and, running up-stairs, 


below the instrument and hurried to the lec- 
ture-room, where the pastor and members 
‘were kneeling. The janitor went quietly to 
Mr. McLennan and told him that the building 
Was on fire. The clergyman announced the 
fact to the audience and told them there was 
no immediate danger. There was no panic. 
Pastor McLennan ran back into the edifice 
and made his way into the auditorium. By 
this time the organ had been destroyed and 
the flames were running along the walls 
and cellings.. The pastor ran to the front of 
the building and, seizing a memoria) table, 
carried it to the street. This was practically 
all that Was saved from the burning building. 
When Fire Marshal Townsend arrived he 


many additional engines to his aid. The 
large building was filled with smoke and it 
was with great difficulty the 
could get at the blaze.

Roof Falls into tus 

Shortly after 10 o'clock a large portion ot 
the big roof fell in with a noise that could 
be heard for several blocks, sending a great 
shower of sparks and firebrands high into 
the air. 

A part of the side walls fell shortly after 
11 o’clocK and two companies of firemen hal 
narrow escapes. After the roof of the struct- 
ure fell truck company 4 and engine com- 
pany 9 placed ladders against the south wall 
and climbed to the top of one of the towers, 
The firemen had been there several minutes, 
when the walls were seen to trembie anda 
shout of warning went up from the crowd, 
The men were ordered down, and Daniel 
Moore, the last to leave, was struck by fall- 
ing glass and cut on the hands and face. 

The Rev. Mr. McLennan said that work 
would be begun at once on the church, and 
that he hoped ‘early in the spring to have 
the structure rebuilt.

In the fall 
of 1864 the Rev. John H. Vincent, now 
Bishop, was appointed pastor. In 1865 he 
was succeded by the Rev. August Smith. 
In 1666 the Rev. S. A. W. Jewett was ap- 
pointed, and in turn was succeeded in 
the fall of 1868 by the Rev. T. M. Eddy, D. D. 

In March, 1800, the Rev. E. B. Snyder was 
transferred to this church by the Pittsburg 
conference. In | following fall the Rev. 
J. H. Bayliss became pastor. About that 
time the project of erecting the present 
church bullding began to be discussed, but 
work was not begun before the summer of 
1870.

TALKS OF RAILWAY PROBLEMS. 


Editor of New York Railway Gazette 
Gives Interesting Lecture at Ili- 
University. 
Champaign, III.,  4.—[Spectal.]— 
Colonel H. G. Prout, editor of the Railway 
‘Gazette of New York, tdday delievered an 
interesting lecture upon fallways and rail- 
way engineering to a large audience of the 
‘faculty and st nts of the University of 
Illinois in the physics lecture-room in En- 
‘gineering Hall. 
| He described the different conditions 
‘which faced the railway engineer of today 
as compared with the similar problems con- 
fronted by the engineer in the primitive 
days of railroading, and e the 
need of a thorough technical training to 
properly fit the engineer who contemplates 
railroad work as at present, He said that 
in the early days the engineer planned and 
‘built the railroads and the railroad struc- 
‘tures, while today the actual construction 
‘fell to the contrdctors. | 
Colonel Prout spoke of vast sums of 
money spent annually in rebuilding roads 
which were built at a time when economy 
was the chief pbject, and the force of com- 
petition had t made every detail of the 
working capacity of so great importance. 
The Pennsylvania railroad had spent mi)- 
lions of dollars in improvement, and today 
was probably the best railway system in 
the world, while the Lake Shore, Northern 
Pacific, and Illinois Central followed closely 
‘with the expenditure of large sums for the 
purpose of the best equipment possible.

The Health 1 found a case of 
leprosy recently. The patient, Sam Lee, 


Was employed in a laundry at 504 Forty- 


eighth avenue, operated by his cousin, Lee 
Sing, but is now on his way to China, his 
countrymen having raised a fund to send 


him there. Dr. John A. Riley of the Health 
department diagnosed the disease as leprosy, 
but the Chinaman would not allow him to 
remove a piece of flesh for microscopical 
examination to make the only absolutely 
certain test. Physicians are certain that 
the disease was leprosy. It is believed the 
disease was far enough advanced to have 
been contracted four years ago. The laun- 
dry was disinfected as a precaution, but phy- 
sicilans say it is not at all probable that any 
one contracted it and that there is no danger 
Whatever.
